cases. 
For the week of July 10 to 16, 


1.016 
cases were reported as com- 
pared with 716 for the correspond- 
ing week in '1948. 


Oklahoma, the foundation report- 


ed, was the hardest hit of 48 states. 
There,were 59 cases in Oklahoma 
at this time last year. Now there 
are 354. 


Hosvever, polio was on the rise 


in only 36 of the 48 states. In North 


arolina it had receded. 
North Carolina totaled 048 cases 


at this time last year. Only 68 cases 
have been reported thus far in 1949.
